RUSSIAN COUNTER-ATTACKS 


‘}OSCOW, Thursdav.—Reuter’s Cor-

AXIS CLAIMS . 


VICHY, Thursday—The Vichy News 
Agency stated to-day that the Germans 
had crossed the Don south of Voronezh 


and had taken the -town ef Robrov, 
sixty miles south-east of Voronezh, and 
advanced still further east to Yelansk 
west of Novochopersk, 120 miles south- 
east of Voronezh. The Agency said 
that the Russians still hold Volc ansk, 
north-east of Kharkov.— (Reuter. ) 

LONDON, Thursday—German Radio 
said to-night that the Germans had 
established another bridgehead across 
the River Don. In bitter street and 
house-to-house fighting German troops 
wiped out remnants of the enemy who 
were entrenched in the north-wesiern 

art of Voronezh. ‘‘ There can be ro 

oubt that the important events cn 
the Eastern front are the beginning of 
a great German offensive, which aims 
at eye Soviet military power once 
and for all,” a military commentater 
said.— (Reuter. ) 

Finnish reports say that during the 
last two weeks the Soviet Fleet has 
been extremely active in the eastern 
part of the Finnish Gulf, submarines 
attempting to penetrate into the Baltic. 
Only a few units succeeded in doing 
this, it is added, and up to Wednesday 
fourteen Russian submarines have been 
sunk in addition to twelve probables.— 
(Reuter.) 


KALININ BATTLE 


The Germans have been driven out 
of two inhabited localities on the 
Kalinin front, north-west of Moscow, 
said Moscow radio to-night. German 
attacks are breaking down against the 
taunch resistance of the Red Army, 
the radio gaid.

LONDON.—Rome radio, quoting the 
Berlin Angriff, claimed to-day that the 
Germans had crossed the River Don 
at three points, and that south-east 
of Voronezh Soviét forces in a pocket 
were facing annihilation. 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 
MOSCOW, Thursday.—The midnight 


communiqué says:—‘* During July 
our troops fought stubborn engage- 


á ments west of Voronezh and in the 


neighbourhood of the town of Rossosh. 
No material changes in other sectors. 
Our ships in the Baltic Sea sank two 
enemy transports and one tanker of 
the total displacement of 22,000 tons.”’ 

Rossosh is on the Moscow-Rostov 
railway, about 100 miles south o 
Voronezh, and 160 miles east and 
slightly north of Kharkov. It is about 
200 miles north of Rostov.—(Press 
Association. )

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'TRAT Private Clooney said he did 
not, know where the ammunition 
came from which was found in his 
rifle after the death of Volunteer 
John Fitzgerald, who was killed 
near Waterford yesterday morning 
by a bullet from the rifle carri 
by Cloonef, was the statement by 
O.M.S. James P. Quinn, in evidence 
at the inquest at Knockboy. 
gerald died instantly at 6.45 a.m. 

The inquest was opened by Dr. A. 
C. Walsh, County Coroner, who sat 
with a jury. The proceedings were 
adjourned sine die pending a report 
to the Attorney-General for his con- 
sideration. 

Lieutenant M. Freyne, Army 
Medical Service, stated that when he 
examined the body he found a punc- 
tured wound in the back, half-an-inch 
to the left of the spine and on a level 
with the tenth thorecic vertebre, and 
an exit wound half-an-inch below the 
left. sterno clavicular joint. In his 
Opinion, death was caused by shock 
and hemorrhage, following a gunshot 
wound. There were no marks of singe- 
ing or burning on the man’s uniform, 
from which he concluded that the shot 
was fired from some yards away 
behind, 

C.Q.M.S. James P. Quinn said that 
Fitzgerald had been attached to the 
battalion for about 18 months, and was 
a-native of Emly, Co. Tipperary. 
Fitzgerald was years old, and 
married. He had been on good terms 
with all his comrades, and was a clean- 
living, normally jolly man, of good 
education. Witness was having his 
breakfast in camp at a field cooking 
range when he heard a shot from the 
direction of a small shrubbery. Seein 
a soldier stumbling, pivot round, and 
fall on his back, he ran 
towards the man, and _ recog- 
nised him as Volunteer Fitzgerald. 
There was blood issuing from his mouth 
and a rifle was lying on the ground. 
about five yards away and pointing 
towards the deceased ma Accom- 
panied by Lieutenant Quinlan, wit- 
ness looked at the ritle and found it 
was one issued by him to Clooney. 
Witness asked Private Clooney where 
he got the ammunition—one live round 
and one spent round—which was found 
in his rifle, and Clooney said that he 
did not know. He asked him also 
how the accident happened, and 
Clooney said he pressed the trigger, 
the shot went off, and the rifle fell 
out of his hand, Clooney rejoined 
his unit on July 7th, after coming 
off leave. : 

Witness (continuing) said 
was responsible for the issue of 
ammunition, ‘The ammunition found 
in Clooney’s rifle did not come from 
the stores of which witness was in 
charge. ?

Cor- 
poral Peter Duggan, who examined the 
rifle after the shooting, said he found 
the exterior dirty and the barrel 
fouled. 

Capt. George O'Toole said it was his 
opinion that the rifle was at full cock 
when Clooney’s attention was drawn to

SMALL-POX FEARS 
DOCTORS ON THE ALERT 


Steps have been taken to ensure 
that medical officers of health are on 
the alert for any signs of small-pox 
which has claimed five victims in 
Glasgow. Many of the cases in Scot- 
land—the outbreak there is stamped 
out—were attributed to contact with 
a case on a ship calling at the port, 
and some anxiety is felt in certain 
medical circles in this country sbout 
the ease with which the mass move- 
ments of people could introduce the 
disease. 

In a letter to the Meath Board cf 
Health, Dr. E. F. Drumm, Assistant 
County M.O.H., pointed out the grave 
danger of aeroplanes carrying the in- 
fection, and the possibility of such 
infection decimating the population.

PARATROOPS IN 


INDIA 
JUNGLE STRONGHOLD 


(By ARRANGEMENT WITH “ THE TIMES. |) 


ONDON, Thursday. — Parachute 
I. troops have been used opera- 

tionally for the first time in 
India as part of a remarkable punitive 
expedition against the jungle strong- 
hold of the Hurs of Sind, whose cam- 
palgn is being ruthlessly stamped out 
iv a composite force commanded by 
Major-General R. Richardson, who 
came down from the North-West 
Frontier a few weeks ago to administer 
martial law. 


STRANGE ARMY 


General Richardson and his staff had 
prepared a plan to close in on a 
jungle box from all sides with as 
varied a forcá as ever kept company 
together. A strong detachment drawn 
from an Indian parachute unit and led 
bv a British officer dropped on the 
edge of the desert with the mission 
of beating westward through the 
jungle and of linking up with the first 
camel column of police seeping from 
the north, and then with a force of 
Junjabis coming westwards after 
crossing the Nara in assault boats, 
From Brigade headquarters upon an 
island of sand, rising above a wilder- 
ness of forest, we watched transports 
fly over in two waves spon after dawn, 
K away on the 
horizon, smoke and flames leaped up 
as the Hur nests were fired. - Mean- 
while platoons of Frontier Constabu- 
lary and of Crown Representative 
Police from Khairpur were beating 
south on camel and on foot, often 
having to cut their way through the 
jungle. : 
Everything considered, the expedh- 
tion fully achieved its purpose. Some 
Hurs. had clearly been forewarned, but 
many were rounded up as they broke 
west of the railway. Now they are 
on the run, and, as the inhabitants 
lost their fear, information is coming 
in far more freely.—(Copyright, per 
Press Association.)

SHIPPING DEBATE 
TO BE SECRET 
THREAT OF BOYCOTT 


HE announcement that the 
British Parliamentary debate 
on shipping will take place in 
rivate came as a surprise to mem- 
rs of both Houses yesterday. 
To mark their disapproval of the 
Government's decision, Mr. E. Shin- 
well (Labour) and some other mem- 
bers have decided to boycott the 
debate. 

Announcing the Government’s deci- 
sion in the Commons, Sir Stafford 
Cripps, Leader of the House, said that 
the debate would be on the third day of 
the next series of sittings, and that the

a frank review -of the shipping. situa- 
tion, both from the point of view of 
losses and construction. In order this 
may be done with safety to the people 
of this island, and of our very gallant 
merchant seamen, it will be necessary, 
he said, to hold the session in secret. The 
sole factor actuating the Government’s 
decision was their paramount duty to 
protect the food and lives of the British 
people, and of seamen in particular. 
fhile Mr. Shinwell holds that the 
Government are holding the debate in 
secret because they are afraid of pos- 
sible reaction against themselves, Mr. 
Clement Davies, K.C. (Liberal) believes 
that if the public were told the situation 
people would be ready to make any 
necessary sacrifice. He also will boycott 
the debate. Some others take a similar 
view. 

Discussing Mr. Shinwell’s decision to 
boycott the debate as a protest against 
its being held in secret, the Press 
Association Lobby Correspondent says: 
Some members who feel strongly that 
public anxiety should be allayed by an 
open debate may follow his example. 
Others consider that it would be better 
to cancel the whole debate, as they fear 
that the mystery and _ speculation 
already beginning to surround it may 
create unnecessary public alarm. 

It is possible that. when the motion 
is moved for the House to go into secret 
session it will be resisted as a protest, 
but the Government are certain to get 
a substantial majority if there is a 
division. 

Only a short time ago the Govern- 
ment refused to allow a Lords debate 
on the same subject to be public. Lord 
Winster then withdrew his motion and 
no debate took place. Lord Winster’s 
motion was to come up again soon, but, 
as secrecy is still to’ be insisted upon, 
he may take the same course again and 
withdraw it. 

Labour M.P.s had fully expected the 
Commons debate to be public, and I 
understand that the Administrative 
Committee of the Parliamentary Labour 
Party were against secrecy. The. final 
decision of the Government was made 
on Wednesday night. 

If the Speaker decides to issue a 
statement after the secret debate, to 
give the public some of the facts, it 
will be one agreed upon by all parties. 


FRENCH ISLAND SEIZED 
BRITISH IN LA LAYOTTE 


“On July 2 British forces occupied 
the French island of La Layotte, in 
the Mozambique Channel. There was 
no resistance, and there were no 
casualites on either side,” the British 
War Office announced last night. 

La Layotte is one cf the Comoro 
islands in the Mozambique Channel, off 
Portuguese East Africa. A French 
possession, it has an area of 140 square 
miles and a population of 12,600. 

The Mozambique Channel separates 
Madagascar from the African main- 
land. 

Japanese submarines are said to 
have been active in the Mozambique 
Channel of late, and recently three 
Allied merchantmen were sunk within 
tienty-four hours. These waters are

“HIRE PURCHASE 
UNDER FIRE 
CENTRAL BANK BILL 


FTER lying dormant for some 
weeks, receiving its Committee
